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Shot-Gun Sends Him 


To Superior Court 


Bound over to the superior court 


for trial and released on bonds of 
$1000 is the result of the preliminary 
examination held Thursday afternoon 
before Jiisice H. N. Wells, in the case 
of Henry Wright, a juvenile, charged 
with deadly assault on the person of 
Lloyd Powell and G. W. Reynolds, all 
residents of West Covina. 


Wright is eighteen years old, and 


the son of Mrs. Lilian E. Wright, a 
widow. The case was reported two 
weeks ago in the Argus, and is to 
the effect that G. W. Reynolds, Lloyd 
Powell and Richard Lammers were 
coming from the late car, having been 
in Los Angeles. When passing the 
home of the Wrights, the men in some 
way created a disturbance which caus- 
ed Mrs. Wright to believe that danger- 
ous characers were abroad. She awoke 
her son, who rushed out of doors and 
fired at the men. using a shot-gun, 
Reynolds 
was struck and sliglitly 


wounded in the head. In a struggle 
between Reynolds and Wright for the 
possession of the gun, Lloyd Powell, 
who was standing near, received the 
full charge of the gun in his thigh, 
tearing open a wound six inches long, 
carrying away the flesh to leave the 
bone nearl3r bare. 


When the accident occurred, all of 


the men came to their senses, and it. 
is alleged that Wright was able to see 
tys mistake; in having thought his 
neighbors to be undesirable charact- 
ers. 


Powell was in court Thursday on 


crutches, and is still in a very bad 
condition. He is the son of D. A. 
Powell. 


Among those who told their stories 


on the witness stand were Dr. Col- 
lins, who dressed Powell's wound on 
the night of the affair; V. I. Degree, 
auto-driver for Dr. Collins, D. A. Pow- 
ell, and the principals in the case. It 
developed in the testimony that Rich- 
ard. Lammers, who was in the party 
of Powell and Reynolds, had been 
drinking heavily that night, and was 
making considerable noise as the par- 
ty passed the Wright home. 


Young Wright was defended in court 


by Attorneys Gail and Pence of Co- 
vina, and the prosecution was repres- 
ented by John Richardson of the dis- 
trict attorney's office. Justice Wells 
bound the boy over to the superior 
court, having found 
probable 
cause 


that removes the case from the juris- 
diction of the inferior courts.

Costs Boys a Fine 
October 10 and 11 


Willian Myers and Walton Nelson, 


two Covlna boys, each seventeen years 


old, 
were severely reprimanded and 


fined five dollars each by Justice H. 
N. Wells Wednesday night, following 
their 
arrest 
for throwing water 


through a window where several Jap- 
anese laundrymeii were sleeping in 
the building just in front of Hotel 
Vendome. The boys were arrested by 
Deputy Constable Hawkins on the 
complaint of the laundrymeii. 


The police have been receiving com- 


plaints from these Japanese for some 
time. They have reported that stones 
have been thrown at them, and that 
one of them was hit in the. eye with 
an orange. On Tuesday night a bucket 
of water was dashed through the v,;in- 
dow, drenching two of them, and be- 
sides wetting the men, the water ruin- 
ed a pile of starched clothes which 
was already to be delivered to cus- 
tomers. 


The boys pleaded guilty to throwing 


the water, and after telling the young 
culprits that he would deal with them 
severely if ever they were brought be- 
fore him again, Justice Wells fined 
them both five dollars each.

Deputy Hawkins investigated the case 
he found one of the delivery horses 
belonging to the Japanese in the cor- 
ral, djtubed with green paint. The 
boys would not admit that this was 
a part of their prank. 


Rancher Suicides

He 
went over to find out the trouble. 
Soon after reaching the barn. W. F. 
Pegrani joined him and 
they went 


to the house. Through a window they 
could see the dead body lying on the 
bed. 
The two neighbors were joined 


by several others and together they 
broke in one of the doors. The stench 
from the body was so great that no 
effort was made to remove it until 
Constable Frank Blanker 
had been 


notified and sent undertakers to the 
scene. 


In the right hand of the dead man 


was clasped a Smith & Wesson 
I'>S- 


calibre revolver from which two shots 
had been fired.

City Trustees Given 
Ride in Auto Fire Truck 


Mayor C. S. Beardsley and the mem- 


bers of the board of city trustees, to- 
gether with members of the Covina 
Volunteer Fire Department, took a 
wild ride this week on a combination 
chemical, hose carriage and ladder 
wagon, one of the modern automobile) 
fire-fighters such as are found in use 
in many of the cities in the state. The 
trip was made to a point near the 
city linrts on the north, and after- 
wards from Citrus avenue to Baldwin 
Park, over the boulevard. 


In the trip to Baldwin Park the. 


machine covered the distance in sev- 
en minutes, and was held up for about 
a minute at the bridge across the wash 
in Irwindale, while a load of hay got 
out of the way. Fire Chief Kendall 
said that the machine can easily make 
this trip in six minutes. 


While a large number of people wit- 


n'essed the demonstration, Fire Chief 
Kendall says that he hopes the ma- 
chine may be brought here at some 
time when a demonstration may be 
advertised, so that the people may 
see the efficiency of these machines. 
There are two machines of the same 
size but with different engines that 
sell for $5,500 and $6,500. 


This chemical engine carries a reel 


of inch hose to connect with the chem- 
ical pressure tank, and is a valuable 
machine for the extinguishing of in- 
cipient fires. Other cities have found 
that more than seventy":flve per cent 
of the fires may be extinguished at 
the start with this appartus, because 
it gets to the fire quicker than any 
other machine. This makes it absolute- 
ly independent of the water system, 
and is valuable in cases where the, 
water pressure may be deficient. 


In addition to the chemical machin- 


ery, it carries the regulation fire hose 
and the ladders. The purchase of such 
a machine would mean that the city 
would be obliged to maintain an auto- 
driver at the fire hall. In case the 
city should purchase one of these ma- 
chines it may be possible to organize 
a fire district which will embrace the 
communities surrounding the city. 


Outfall Sewer Will 


Cost $2, 


.Mayor C. S. Beardsley, W. P. Watts 


and .1. N". Wilson, representing the Co- 
vina city board of trustees, were in 
attendance on Thursday at the session 
01 the San Gabriel Outfall Sewer Com- 
mission in Los Angeles. 


An important feature of the meeting 


was the appointment of a committee 
of rive to look after the matter of 
employing legal talent to draft a bill 
that will be placed before the legisla- 
ture at the next session and to take 
care of the other legal points involved 
in this important subject. 


The proposed trunk sewer would 


drain the entire San Gabriel valley 
and be 130 miles long. The members 
estimate the entire cost at about $2,- 
"lOO.OOO. A state bond issue, assessed 
pro rata among the cities to be bene- 
titted by the sewer, will be called for. 


Frank Gillelen, engineer, made a re- 


port. An important feature of Mr. Gil- 
leieu's report was on. the value of the 
sewer for irrigation. He said that if 
a purification station was established 
along tlie trunk line, the purified sew- 
erage could be used for irrigation, 
which would increase the value of the 
land in the neighborhood of $600 an 
acre. He said the ouu'all of the sewer 
into the ocean would not be a nuis- 
ance, and would meet opposition. 


The San Pedro street franchise was 


discussed and the majority

members agreed that it would be of 
great benefit to tlie valley, because it 
would relieve the traffic congestion.

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Some Remarks About Horses. 


If an automobile needs water and doesn't get it, the next thing 


1hat happens is 'an explosion, or a ruined ear. 
If a horse needs water i 


and doesn't get it. he must perforce keep on .jogging along the dusty i 
roadway, responding to the urge of the driver, suffering from thirst. ' 
The road winds through miles of parching stubble, where the heat is' 
reflected in waves. 
Maybe f l i c driver gets a drink when he gets to a 


village, but the burse generally waits u n t i l he gets to the stable. 


Hut there is another thing that is bad. 
After the horse has' 


traveled miles along dusty roadways, lie comes finally to a watering' 
trough. 
The trough is foul. 
An inch of slime is hanging to the 


inside. 
The water has been heating in the sun. and is flat and un- 


palatable. P.nt the horse, if allowed, will drink of this, because he 
has gone long without water. 


The city of Covina should keep the watering-places clean. 
Xo 


doubt many watering troughs in the valley are foul. 
The writer saw 


one near a warehouse the other day, where four-horse teams are 
watered as they come in with great, loads of grain from the parching 
stubble-fields. 
The water was warm and covered with slime. The 


trough gave forth a bad odor. 
Horses are naturally cleanly. 
They 


hate filthy water. 
They know it is liable to make them sick. 


And. 
in these hot September days in the Covina valley, look to it 


that the-collar fits the horse. 
A collar that is an inch too large will 


do damage that will take a long time to mend, and cause suffering 
that is unnecessary. 
Have the collar made for each horse, perfectly 


fitted, and allow no one to put it, on another horse. And, when the 
collar has been worn awhile, look to it that it is drawn up, for it will 
lengthen and widen with use.

be sent in a pipe line to these ranch 
CTS who need the water in the dry 
season.

County Taxation 


This Year, $1.30 


The county tax rate for the coming 


year will be 80 cents on each $100 
assessed valuation . This was announc- 
ed by County Auditor Lewis after he 
had received the budget from the su- 
pervisors, who for several weeks past 
ha.'e been working on regulations by 
various departments 
of the county 


governmental system. 


To this must be added a rate of 50 


cents for count,- highway improve- 
ments, making a total rate of $1.SO 
for general county purposes. The new 
80-cent rate is 15 cents higher than 
that of last year, but last year's high- 
way rate was 60 cents, or 10 cents 
higher than that set for this year. 
This makes this year's rate 5 cents 
above last. 


Chairman Pridham of the board of 


supervisors stated that the increase 
in the general rate is caused almost 
entirely by the necessity to provide 
for the completion of the good roads 
system. I>ast year the highway com- 
mission fund was overdrawn, and pay- 
ment was made out of the general 
fund. 
A specific levy will this year 


obviate that necessity and clean up 
the old obligations.

Using "slang" promiscuously. 
Breaking chairs on the pulpit to get 


an effect. 


Acting a' part in a melodramatic 


story. 


Attacking higher criticism without 


warrant. 


Present day evangelists were com- 


pared to their 
disadvantage 
with 


Moody, Wesley, and Whitehcad. 


Dr. W. E. Biederwolf of Monticello, 


Ind., asserted some plan could be found 
by which evangelists could earn a 
'stated salary instead of depending on 
"free will" offerings which might be 
too small or entirely too large, depend- 
ing on the evangelist's skill in "getting 
the money." He condemned the prac- 
tice of posing for pictures, and said 
he felt ashamed of himself every time 
he saw some of the pictures of him- 
self he had posed for before he realiz- 
ed his mistake. 


Dr. F. E. Taylor, pastor of the First 


Baptist church of Indianapolis, Ind, a 
former evangelist, told how he was 
disillusioned: 


"When I started out as an evange- 


list another evangelist invited me to 
come to his house and learn, as he 
said, the tricks of the trade. 'I have 
got 'em skinned a mile in taking an 
offerin',' he said.

"When they gave Mr. Moody a free 


will offering of from $2000 to $3000 
for several months' work in London 
be handed back one-half of the money. 
He said it was too much. 


"Some evangelists exaggerate re- 


sults in reporting the number of con- 
versions to such an extent that it is 
nothing less than bare-faced lying. 


"I have sat in the pulpit and count- 


ed when evangelists have named the 
number of persons asking prayer and 
I know they named several times more 
than the facts warranted. I saw 3000 
men rise in a meeting on the invita- 
tion of an evangelist, who asked all 
that, wanted to be better to rise and 
then he reported that 3000 men had 
sought God." 


"Shame!" some one called out from 


the audience. 


"I have seen it myself," another one 


exclaimed. 


Dr. Taylor criticised evangelists who 


try to get cheap applause by denounc- 
ing higher criticism of which they 
themselves are ignorant. 


"Evangelists are in danger of be- 


coming artificial," he said, "because 
they do not keep up with the times in 
their reading. It is easy to get ap- 
plause at any time by denouncing 
higher criticism. When you get the; 
evangelist down in a corner he docs! 
not know what higher criticism is and | 
how it differs from lower criticism.! 
I am more afraid of lower criticism 
than of higher criticism. 


"Insincerity in story telling is an- j 


other serious evil. I know a promi-! 
nent evangelist who tells a story as i f ; 
he was the actor in it, when I know' 
that the story was told him and he : 


was not near the t vent when it hap-' 
pened."
